4. The Chinese Commmist loaders are fully avare that a world war is imminent 
and are preparing for it by making as many strategic gains as thoy can.

in the winter of 1949~1950 LAO se-tung was persuaded to aecept the 


leadership for the liberation of Asia, following vlans made vy him and 


the Soviets in Yonan in 1916. 
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EE oot. The report docs not state what border nor in which 
irection these troops are to move when thoy attack, The Viet lltinh now 
controls the entire northcrn border of Indochina with the exception of 
the Moneay and Dihn Lap areas. It can only be presumed that it is meant 
that Vict Minh troops are massed in the northwest vart of Indochina and 
are to move south and cast against the coastal regions now held by the 
5X4 ai rench and against other, non-Comunist areas. 


CHANG Shih=-chao, member of the Chinese 
Comaunist central government, now in Hong Kong, also suggests that the 
Communist leaders of China would accept a buffer arca in Korea. 
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
